People feem to embrace the Hopes of that 
Trade, with fome more than common Guft 
of Satisfaétion. K 
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If ever we open a Trade for Wine and 
Brandy to France, with an Abatement of 
the pzefent high Duties now chargeable 5 
we give an effeétual Stabto our own Ma- 
nufaétuces, and return to one of the fatalleft 
Trades, that ever we carry’d on in England. 
While the high Duties remain, the Import 
will be {mall enough to keep within the 
Bounds of our Export to France in Engli 
Manufaétures—Becaufe the Dearnefs will 
be a Checque to the Confumption. 

But, ifyou lower the Duties, the Cheap- 
nefs of the FrenchWine,and the Suicablenefs 
of it to the Guit and Inclination of the Peo- 
ple is fuch, that we fhall import fuch 
Quantities, as will ina prodigious manner, 
over ballance our Export in Manutaétures; 
and any Body may ftate the Confequence, 
vize That the Ballance muft go from us in 
Money, which is manifeftly toour Damage. 

At prefent all our Wine Trade runs to 
our Advantage, Portugal and Spain take 
our Goods for their Wine ; and in that cafe 
no Import can burt us, nothing can injure 
Englandin Trade, that encreafes the Con- 
fumption of the Englifh Manufaéture. We 
can take off the greateft Quantity of the 
Growth of a Country of any Nation in the 
World, if they will but take our Gocds 
again in the Room of it: but otherwile, 
we are Felo de fe in Trade, murther our 
own Produce, and turn the Channel againft 
our felves, which runs now half a Million 
per Allmum in our Favour. 

However, Genttemen, let not this dif 
courage a Vovage to BSourdeaux, cr a De- 
{cent in Gafcogne ; tcr let the Trade beas 
open as it will, keep but up your high Du- 
ties on Wines and Brandy, yourecieve no 
Damage at all
